They Intend that James M. Guffey,
the “hosa™ of the states Democracy,
shall be taught a legson at the coming
election, and that It shall be Impressed
upon him that he eannot command the
Democrats of Pennsylvania to vote for
either Republieans or Prohibitionists
to serve his own selfiah purposes.

With the Democracy hopelessly di-
vided over thelr state ticket, and with
a number of Democratic county leaders
up In arms against Guffey's bossiem,

Tha Prohibltion state convention,
with Its sensational scenasover the bru.
tal tactles resorted to in the scheming
resulting In the nomination of Berry
for state tressurer, furnishes additional
canse for alarm and chagrin among the
fusion conspirstors, When they suc-
ceeded In Innding Guffey for the nomi-
pation of Berry by the Democratic state
convention, the next move wna to hunt
for delegates among the Prohibition-
{6ts. Through Insurgent Republican
influences in this clity, the Philadelphia
delegation to the Prohibition state con-
vontion was lined up for Berry, and
this, with other delegutions under ke
control, gave the nucleus for a Barry
movement In the Willlamsport Proki-
bitlon convention.

The bitter and personal attacks npon
Berry which were made upon the floor
of the Prohibition state convention
were not anticipated, and the large vola
polied against his nomination was a

complete surprise to the fusion crowd.

Since the adjournment of the Wil
llamsport conventlon, hundreda of the
most prominentand influéential Prohibi-
tionists in the state have publicly de-
clared that they will not vote for Berry
for state treasurer, and others have
gone so far as to announce that this
year they are golng to vote the full
Republican ticket.

Berry's Coat of Many Colors.

They say they have not renounced
the cause of FProhibitlon, but they
loolk npon Berry as an office-secking
jobber, who has successively es-
pouged the cause of free sliver, Bryan.
{wm, free trade, Parkerism, and now
{8 a Prohibitionist, and no one knows
what next he will advoeste In order to
Innd in o fat state’offlce. A large ma-
jurity of Prohibitlonists of Pennsyl-
vania sympathize with Republicanism,
nside from their views on the prohibl-
tion of the liguor trafic. If they can-
not get sincere and loyal Prohibition-
lstg to vote for, the chances arp that
they will support the Republican noms
ineos,

There has been much Indignation
expreased nt the manipulations by the
Democratic and Insurgent Republican
leaders whieh resulted In the Indorse
ment of Herry at Willlamsport, and
the rotyurng at the coming electlon are
bannd to show a falling off of the Pro-
hibitlon vote for the candidate for
atate treasurer.

Meanwhile, with the Demoerats and
the Prohlbitionists at odds over the
selection of Berry, the Republicans
throughout the state are supporting
thelr candidate for state treasurer,
J. Lee Plummer, with enthusiasm, and
his election by an overwhelming ma-
jority s confilently  prodicted by
State Chalrman Audrews.
